The Premier’s Return. 


Mr. Lloyd. George’s sudden recall to 
Lendon—apparently in connection with the 
Irish negotiations—has left the delicate 
tasks of the Supreme Council hanging in 
mid-air. Itis true that the Marquis Curzon 
has romained in Paris as the Premier's 
substitute, but, in a matter which involves 
such momentous issues as the problem of 
Upper Silesia, nobody except Mr. Lloyd 
George is fully qualified to represent the 
British point of view. Yesterday niorning, 
it would seem, the conversations with the 
French representatives reachgd a critical 
stage. M. Briand, with some of his col- 
leagues, -was the guest of the British 
Premier to breakfast at the Hotel Crillon, 
and an informal discussion cleared the air 
of every uncertainty. Both Premiers appear 
to have recognised that nothing more’ could 
be done until the experts should have 
handed in their final report, and. the 
formal conference, which was scheduled to 
take place in the forenoon, was abandoned. 
In the meanwhile, the experts completed 
their report. They were charged with the 
task of dividing the industrial -region 
of Upper Silesia into a series of indivisible 
units, on purely economic grounds. The 
idea was that they should define those 
communes which, in their opinion, were 
inseparable from one another, and also 
those which could be divorced from 
their neighbours, or joined to them, 
without serious results. The experts 
divided the’ map of Upper Silesia 
into a number of. jig-saw-like fractions, 
and confronted. the Supreme Council 
with the formidable problem of thread- 
ing a satisfactory frontier through the 
maze. The French Premier stuck to 
his guns and demanded that the lion's 
share should go to Poland. Mr. Lloyd 
George was equally firm in his oppositjon 
to this demand, and took his stand on the 
so-called “de Marinis line,” which in- 
volves the partition of the industrial 
triangle. and leaves most of it within the 
German frontier. 

Thus the negotiations have arrived at a 
point not very far from that whence they 
started. We are told that Mr. Lloyd 
George, before he ‘left Paris, proposed 
a new frontier line which will be con- 
sidered by M. Briand and his colleagues 
this motning. As we always have in- 
sisted, the actual delimitation of a frontier 
in Upper Silesia is only a _ detail. 
Whether this or that row of houses goes 
to Poland, or remains in Ge many, does 
not matter very much, after all. Britain 
and France are separated not by a pune 
tilio, but by a principle, and, if the ex- 
perts were to continue their statistical) 
exercises for the next hundred years, they 
never could find a formula to get rid of it. 
Britain stands for the reconstruction 
of Europe on a basis of confidence 
and conciliation. France still has her 
eyes fixed on military guarantees. The 
two philosophies happen to have clashed 
sharply in the Upper Silesian question ; 
but they are contending for supremacy in 
virtually every corner of the earth which 
falls within the orbit of one or other of 
the several treaties of peace. The war in 
Asia Minor is a case in point. France 
wants a strong Turkey, for the same reason 
for which she wants a strong Poland—be- 
cause it would promote the success of her 
traditional foreign policy. Therefore, she 
has been supporting Mustapha Kemal. 
Britain, on the other hand, holds that a 
strong Turkey must. always be a menace 
to the peace of the world. Consequently 
she has been sympathising with the 
Greeks. In this case, fortunately, a com- 
promise .has been possible, and the 
Supreme Council] on Wednesday declared 
jis complete neutrality as between Greek 
and Tork. Yet the essential difference 
between the policies of Britain and of 
France remains, and, while it remains, the 
progress of Europe’s recovery will be 
held in serious check. 

People are to be found both in France 
and in Britain who will argue quite 
seriously that the Entente has served its 
purpose and that neither nation would 
lose much by pursuing its own way, un- 
hindered by its Ally’s views. There could 
be no more dangerous fallacy. The whole 
tendency of world politics nowadays is 
centripetal, and no nation, however power- 
ful, can stand alone for very long. The 
collapse of the Entente would be disastrous 
for France, for Britain, and ultimately for 
civilised Europe, because it would be the 
signal for a general reshuffling of alliances 
and partnerships and would. provide Ger- 
many with her one chance of evading her 
treaty obligations. France without Britain, 
or Britain without France, would be at 
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Unfortunately, Spain’s sentimental neces- 
sities and her physical and financial 
resources do not run an even race. During 
the war Spain was prosperous and her 
credit and exchange stood high. Neverthe- 
less, the Government's fiscal policy re 
mained unsound. Taxation was sporadic 
and inadequate, and a rapid decline in 
the-value of the peseta, following the end 
of the war, left the country’s finances in 
a parlous condition. That Spain can 
muster the forces necessary to crush the 
Riffs and Kabyles and to re-establish her 
dominion over her ‘sphere ” in Morocco 
may be assumed. Yet it is difficult to 
imagine patriotic fervour running high, 
and the official statement that the de- 
parture of the troops for the front is 
taking place amid scenes of wild en- 
thusiasm must be consideréd as partaking 
of the nature of propaganda. Sefior 
Maura’s Coalition Government, therefore— 
if it is formed—will have before it a 
thankless task, and, though such a thing 
would have been impossible ten years ago, 
it may pocket its pride, cut its losses, and 
leave the unprofitable seaboard of Northern 
Morocco to Raisuli and‘ his rival bandits. 
This is a commercial and not a sentimental 
age. As men regard such matters nowadays, 
the prestige of Spain is likely to stand 
higher as the result of this prudent course 
than it could be set by the hanging of a 
dozen Raisulis and the planting of the 
Spanish standards on the topmost 
Mountains of the Moon.

Crime in France. 


Outbreaks of special forms oí crime 
occur in all civilised communities. In one 
season the crime is burglary, in another 
highway robbery, in another coining or 
the uttering of counterfeit notes. A gang 
of experts begins the work, operates for 
some time with comparative impunity, and 
finds imitators. Such outbreaks have been 
more than commonly frequent since the 
war disorganised European sotiety. A 
few months ago certain English criminals 
specialised so sficcessfully in the stealing 
of motor cars that the police were forced 
to organise a picked squadron of detectives 
on wheels. To-day it is Frances turn. 
Attacks by bandits in tle streets and in 
trains have become a serious menace to 
life and property. In recent weeks they 
have been so numerous and so audacious 
that the travelling public is in a state of 
panic. Robbery and murder have been 
committed alike in long-distance trains to 
Marseilles and the Riviera and on the 
suburban trains of Paris. Now the French 
Government is taking drastic action. The 
Minister of the Interior has appointed a 
commission under the presidency of M. 
Durand. the new Director of Public Safety. | 
It has grappled with the bandit problem 
and its forthcoming report will recommend 
the establishment of a special corps of 
armed train guards. Some of the guards 
will travel in the trains; others will join 
them in zones of particular danger. The 
French already have their “ mobile police.” 
The various headquarters of these and of 
the ordinary gendarmerie will be put in 
telephonic communication with the nearest 
railway stations. Thus, if a robbery occurs, 
the police will have instant warning and 
the robbers’ chances of escape will be re- 
duced to a minimum. It is believed that 
the mere knowledge that this organisation 
exists will have a deterrent effect on 
criminals. On Tuesday—thanks to a keen- 
eyed station-master—a young bandit 
dressed in. women’s clothes was arrested 
in.a train near Marseilles. 


Cheaper Coal. 


A coal merchant in London predicts an 
almost immediate drop of 2s. a ton in the | 
price of domestic coal and a further | 
reduction in the near future.

Thus Mr. Aubrey Herbert, who, as a 
pro-Turk, was shocked at the invitation 
apparently held out by the Supreme 
Council to neutrals to supply arms to the 
belligerents in Asia Minor, was reminded 
that this was in accordance with mterna- 
tional law, and with the invariable prac- 
tice of this country, and was virtually 
told that he cught to know better. A 
further question about the £50,000 paid 
to Sir E. Geddes, also evoked a rather 
sharp response. The fact is that, like his 
father, Mr. Chamberlain does not’ suffer 
fools or any other inconvenient persons 
gladly, but likes to return as good as he 
gets. 

This may help to account for the move- 
ment Foe aga, | in The Times to-day for 
getting Mr. Bonar Law back to the leader- 
ship. He certainly had a way with him 
that his successor rather lacks, and was 
remarkably successful in holding the 
Coalition together. Somehow, although 
his health has very greatly improved, I 
doubt whether Mr. Law will return to 
active politics, at any rate this year. He 
has, I believe, no personal ambitions, and 
it is not easy to see why, having escaped 
from the ‘responsibilities of office, he 
should voluntarily resume them, except as 
the result of an overwhelming call from 
the Conservative Party. 

There is no reason to suppose that he 
will get it. A good many Conservative 
members never concealed their opinion 
that Mr. Law was too much in the pocket 
of the Prime Minister and did not make 
a suiliciently strong stand against the 
socialistic legislation of the Government, 
much of which has had to be repealed 
already. They welcomed the appointment of 
Mr. Chamberlain in the hope that he would 
put a check upon these expressive experi- 
ments, and he has, to some extent, justi- 
fied their faith. 

The political gossips, who are talking 
of a possible general election shortly, have 
nothing to say which has not been said 
before. The immediate future is a little 
uncertain, perhaps, and much depénds 
upon the course of events in Ireland ; but 
to suggest that the Government will be 
obliged to go to the country if this or that 
happens is mere speculation. The break- 
down of the peace negotiations would be 
regretted on all sides, and it is quite cer- 
taip that every possible endeavour will be 
made to obviate such a conclusion ; but, in 
the end, should no other result be pos- 
sible, it is conceivable that the Govern- 
ment might feel that it should take the 
opinion of the electorate before entering 


upon a policy which would be distasteful 
to a section of its supporters. 

The Lord Chancellor almost said as 
much in his speech yesterday. After 
pointing out that, if the Government, in- 
stead of entering into negotiations, had 
continued to rely upon force, they would 
have had to employ much larger numbers 
of men than had ever been employed in 
Ireland in the repression of rebellion,
